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Harles Lord Baltymore, TIndifted and Outlawed in Ireland, for being 
actually in Arms there, tho' he never was in that Kingdom, His 
Majeſty granted an Order for Reverſing the ſaid Attainder ; bur 
in regard my Lord's Age and Buſineſs hinder'd him from Perſonally 
appearing, the ſaid Outlawry ſtands yet Unreverſed ; and the laſt 

Parliament in Irelazd being ſatisfied, much Wrong was done that Noble Man, by 

Attainting him, did in an ACt paſſed, to hinder the Reverſal of Outlawries, make 

a Saving for him. 

II. Sir Daniel Arthur went into France by Licence from King Charles the IL. 
in 1678, where he has ſince reſided, without being concerned in any Publick, 
or other Matter, but what related to his Calling of a Merchant ; he upon leveral 
Occaſions prov'd very ſerviceable and kind to many of the Engliſh, carry'd 
Priſoners, during the War, into France ; he has not beenin Ireland within Forty 
Years laſt paſt, he was however Indicted and Outlawed there. 

HI. John Whitefitz Lanrence, near Eighty Years of Age, was, about the Year 
1640. bound Apprentice to a Merchant in Holland, has ever ſince follow'd that 
Calling at Libor, and other Foreign Parts ; he in like manner ſtands Indicted and 
Outlawed, and his Paternal Eſtate ſeiz'd, has not been in Ireland in above Fifty 
Years laſt paſt. 

IV. Anne Lavalin, Daughter and Heir of Patrick Lavalin, who died in Londox 
before the Revolution. She was, when about Three Years old, carry'd by her 
Mother into France, where ſhe has ever fince continued under the Care of her 
Mother; ſhe was before the Age of Ten Years Indicted and Outlawed, and is 
not yet Fourteen Years old. 

V. Darby Macatry, being before the late Revolution ſeiz'd with a Dead-Pal- 
fie, became Bedrid and Dumb ; and having continued fo until his Death, he was 
however Indifted and Outlawed tor being actually in Arms. 

VI. Ignatzs Gould, a trading Merchant, was ele&ted, and ſerv'd as Mayor of 
Cork, in the Year 16858. before the Abdication 5 and being no other way con- 
cern'd in any Office or Imployment, he, for Recovery of his Health, wcnt into 
France, and was ſoon after Indicted and Attainted. 

VII. Thomas Coppinger, having laid down Arms purſuant to a Declaration un- 
der the Great Seal ot Emgland, bearing date the 28th Day of February, 1688. 
whereby a full and free Enjoyment of their Eſtates was Gracioutly promiſed to 
ſuch as in Purſuance thereot ſhould lay down Arms, &c. he nevertheleſs was 
Indicted and Attainted. 

VIE Sir Edward Lyrel, being upon the Surrender of Cork, in September 1690. 
made Priſoner of War, died astuch, in Reſtraint, the February following ; and 
im November, before his Death, being Indi&ed for High Treaſon, was not, as 
the Law requir'd, brought to plead to the (aid Indidtment ; nevertheleſs, in Ea- 
ſter-Term, atter his Death, he was Outlawed for not appearing. His only Daugh- 
ter and Heir is a Proteſtant, Marry'd to Capt. Robert Edgworth ; who, together 
with his Four Brothers, ( of which one was kill'd in His Majeſty's Service ) were, 
upon many Occaſions, diſtinguiſh'd for their good Services in Flanders, and elſe- 
where, during the War. 


_ IX. Mr. Fagay, having, as ſoon as 'twas poſlible for him, ſubmitted to His Ma- 
jeſty's Government, taken the Oath of Fidelity, and obtained Protection, was 
afterwards by a parcel of rude wicked Fellows, call'd Raparces, murder'd ; 
after his Death, an Indiftment of Treaſon being found againſt him, he was there- 
upon Outlawed for not appearing, when Dead, and in his Grave: 

X. Edward Gogehan, being always a peaceable Man, did immediately (after the 
Rout at the Boyne ) ſubmit and continue in his Houſe, unti! that on« Capt. Poyat, 
of Coll. Brewer's Regiment, came with a Party at One of the Clock in the Night 
to the {aid Gohegar's Habitation ; and there, without Provocation or Reliſtance, 
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his Goods and Stock, ſiripp'd him, his Wife, Children, and Family, and there 
left him and them in a fmiterable Condition ; where, after he for 
Three Days, being warn'd by one of the faid Poynt's Soldiers, that 1t he did not 
remove thence, ſome of the ſaid Party would return, and kill him ; whereupon 
he, as well for the Secutity of his Lite, as the Conveniency of being cur'd, was 
carried over the River Shannon ina Horfe-Litter, he having no other Place of 
Refuge ; and for his ſo going over the Shannon, and for no other Cauſe, he was 
Indied and Attainted, tho' the Parlhnament of Ireland, convinced of the Severity of 
his Cafe, Voted, That the Order obtain'd by hymn from the Lords Juſtices of Ire- 
lard, for Pofſeflion of his Eſtate, was no AQ of Favour, but of meer Juſtice z His 
Majeſty was pleas'd to order the Reverſal of the {aid Outlawry, which is not 
yet done, by reaſon of the Delays and Diſturbances given on the Part of one 
Coll. Wolſtey, who had a Deſign on the fard Gohkegar's little Eſtate. 

XI. William Shea, never in Arms, nor m any Station Civil or Military, was 
in 1694. Indifted and Outlaw'd ; upon Notice whereof, having Petition'd Hig 
Majeſty, and the Examination of the Matter, being referred into Ireland, the 


King's Counſel there, for better Information, ſent for the Foreman, and two 


more of the Jury, who found the Bill; who decalJred it was {o found by meer mi- 
ſtake, and Interceeded for him z upon which the Lords Juſtices made Application 
to the King in favour of him ; but before he could obtain a Warrant for Rever- 
fing his Outlawry, the A& paſſed in Ireland for for Confirming all Outlawries 
duly or unduly obtained : Whereupon His Majeſty was Gracioully pleaſed to 
Grant his (mall Eſtate i Cyſtodinzz to a Third Perſon in Truſt for him, which in 
effeCt is but a Reſtitution to the ſaid Shes. 

XII. Michael Chamberlain, being no way concerned in the Rebellion, Submitted 
early, according to Proclamation, to His Majeſties Government; and having 
been Arreſted upon a Civil Aﬀion for Debt, was carried Priſoner to the King's 
Bench in Dublin : He was Indifted, and a Capias Utlagat Iflued againſt him to the 
Sherifts of Dubliz, whilſt he was in their ACtual Cuſtody ; they however returned 
201 eft invent. whereupon this was made known by motion in the Court of Kirg's- 
Bench ; however he. was Outlawed. 

XIII. Peter Nottingham, who was not in any Station , Civil or Military, or 
any way concerned in the War, Submitted upon His Majeſties firſt Declaration , 
and being afterwards proceeded againſt, Surrendred himlelt to the Sheriff of the 
County of Dubliz, and remained in his Cuſtody ; and being io in Cuſtody, 
the ſame Sheriff returned zo eſt Inventus upon the Writ ; whereupon he became 
Outlawed. 

XIV. Counteſs of Limerick, Wife to the late Earl of Limerick, being a Lady 
Nobly Deſcended, and Born in Spain; and being notoriouſly known that ſhe 
brought 20000 Pounds Fortune to her Husband, was, during the Verture, 
Indifted and Outlawed of High Treaſon for returning into France with her Huſ- 
band, who was very Aged and Infirm, and by the ſaid Outlawry is Excluded 
from her Joynture, and left to the Charity of her Friends, who gave her ſo 
conſiderable a Fortune : Towhich may be added,that her Mother, who in kindneſs 
to her Daughter, came out of Spaiz,, and laid out Money upon a Mortgage in {re- 
land, is now excluded the Benefit of the ſaid Mortgage, as beingan Alien, and 
the Eſtate being granted to the Lord Athlone, and Diſcharged of the ſame. 

XV. Hanah Mackdonel, having in the Year 1693. voluntarily offered to diſ- 
cover the ſeveral Securitics given to her Husband, tor ſeveral conſiderable Sums 
by him laid outin Ireland ; and having further engaged to be at the Expence of 
making out the King's Title ; provided ſhe might, out of what ſhe ſo Diſcover 
and made Out, have and enjoy 300 Pound a Year ſeparate Maintenance ſecured 
to her by Marriage-Articles, inconſideartion of 7000 Pound Fortune, which 
the had, a fourth part of the Reſidue ſo to be diſcovered : Whereupon His Ma- 
jeſty was graciouſly pleaſed by Letters Patents, to grant to the ſaid H. Macdone! 
300 Pound per Azmmm ſeparate Maintenance, and ſuch fourth part of the Reſidue 
out of what ſhe ſhould ſo Diſcover ; and ſhe having thereupon been at the Ex- 
_ pence of ſeveral Law-Suits, andhavingeffeQually made out the King's TOs to 
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ſome part, and being (till Embak'd in Law-Suits to make out the Reſt, ſheis 
0w to be ſhut out from this Contratt , though ſhe thereupon has brought her 
Husband's Eſtate into the Publick Stock. | 

XVI. His Majeſty and the lateQueen of Blefled Memory, having granted, out 
of their Royal! Compaſlion, to the Lady Kenmere, and Mrs. Ann Bagnall, out of 
their Husbands Forteited Eſtates, and for Support of them and their Children, 
200 Pound a Year, to each, during their Husbands reſp<Ctve Lives ; and this 
bein?, as to ſo much, in Nature of Charitable Reſtitutions, and the only Means 
of Subſiſtence left to theſe Ladies, and their numerous Families: "ts Humbly 
hoped fome regard may be had to them inthe Bill ; and the rather, that there 
isnot one other in the Kingdom thus provided for. 

XVII. Arne Lady Slane, being by Matriage-Articles, in conſideration of 
60c0 Pounds Portion, to have 200 Pounds paid Yearly Pin-Mony, and 8c0 
Pounds Joyature, and the Lord Slave having by Deeds charg'd his Eſtate pur- 
ſ{uant to ſuch Marriage-Artic'es, as he came of Age; it fo fell out, that he was 
afterwards Indizet and Outlawed, and the Fact laid two or three Months be- 
fore the time of making the ſaid Settlement, though he perfected it as 
ſoon as hz came of Ags: However the ſaid Szttlement beins in Rigor of Law 
Nul and Void, the Eftate is not liable ; but it being granted to the Lord Athloxe 
he has been ſo Juft and ſo Charitable, as to have Charg'd the Eſtate with the {aid 
Pin-Money, and canſtantly Paid it. 

XVII. John Burke, Second Son to William, late Earl of Clarricard, com- 
monly call'd Lord Bephir, has Six Sons and Two Daughters; in Conſideration 
of Educating his ſaid Sons in the Proteſtant Religion, and of Setling his Eſtate 
to Proteſtants, and in Conſideration of Afurances given by the Earl of Athlone, 
on the Surrender of Galway, that the ſaid Fohrz Burke ſhould enjoy his Eſtate, 
His Mzjeſty has been pleaſed to fign Warrants for granting the ſaid John Burke's 
Forfeiture to ſome One in Truſt for the Support of him and his Proteſtant Chil- 
dren ; but the Grant 15 not yet paſſed, out of Reſpect to the Proceedings of the 
Honourable the Houſe of Commons, which appointed Commiſſioners tor inſpe- 
Qing into the Iriſþ Forfeitures before any Grant could paſz. "Tis therefore hum- 
bly hoped, that His Majeſties intended Mercy will not be prevented ; that Re- 
gard will be had for the Support of the ſaid Proteſtant Infants, the two eldeſt of 
which are now at School in Eatoz Col'edge ; and this the rather, for that the ſaid 
Johz Burke's Forfeiture 1s only for Lite ; and that he, at his own Expence, in 
Hopes of a Grant, as aforeſaid, made out the King's Title to a great Part of 
his Eſtate, which otherwiſe had continued conceal'd from His Majeſty ; and 
the rather, that a Grant, as aforeſaid, is in Nature of a Reſtitution, which an 
Engliſh Parliament has always indulg'd. 


And it is here to be Noted, that theſe foregoing Inſtances of Perſons unduly 
Outlawed, are but a few of many under theſe ReſpeFive Heads, in like manner 
Aggrieved : And it being not thought proper here to Enter upon any Azera- 
vation of the Matter, or Perſwaſton on the behalf of theſe or the like Suffer- 

ers : It is Briefly, and moſt Humbly Offered to the Confederation of the Ho- 
zourable the Houle of Commons, how far theſe, or any of them, may be 
worthy of Relief; or, how proper it may appear in order to increaſe the Pub- 
lick Stock, to involve the Innocent with the moſt Guilty. And, Laſtly, 
How far it may be found Juſt and Expedient ſo to Rualifie the Perſons 


who are to be Detreved with the Execution of this Af, as that they may 
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
